A fu riou s battle is raging for the 
p ossession of the bridgehead of Czer- 
nowitz, the Bu kowina cap ital. 
The 
Ru ssian war office annou nced the cap ­ 
tu re of the city of Sniaty n, twenty 
miles to the northw est of Czernowitz. 
Vienna adm itted the ap p earance of 
Ru ssian infantry here. 
The inv est­ 
ment. of the city by infantry renders 
the defense of Czernowitz ex tremely 
p erilou s. 
The 
entire 
Au stro-Hu n­ 
garian army in Bu kowina is in the 
same p eril. 
Imp ortant p rogress was also made 
by the Ru ssians in Volhy nia. 
Six thou sand men and twenty offi­ 
cers were added to the su m of p rison­ 
ers taken since the offensiv e began. 
The total nu m ber now is nearly 121,- 
720, inclu ding 1,7 20 officers. 
The first massed attacks against 
Field Marshal v on Hindenbu rg's lines 
since the offensiv e in the sou th began 
was deliv ered when, after a sy stem at­ 
ic artillery p rep aration by heav iest 
caliber gu ns at the Ru ssian disp osal, 
Mu scov ite forces in dense foimation, 
lau nched a fu riou s onru sh against the 
Au stro-German p ositions north of Bar- 
■ onov itchi. 
The attack was rep eated 
six su ccessiv e times, bu t, according 
to both the German and Au strian of­ 
ficial rep orts, each broke down u nder 
the Teu ton fire, with seriou s losses to 
the attackers who were p laced u nder 
the shellfire of their own artillery . 
These attacks marked the initia­ 
tion, it is believ ed, of a general Ru s­ 
sian offensiv e in the north aimed at 
cru shing in the Teu ton front to re­ 
mov e the danger of a general flanking 
mov ement against General Bru siloff’s 
army .

At all p oints the attackers 
were rep u lsed with heav y losses, ac­ 
cording to the Italian official state­ 
ment.

lery at Fort Sill. Ariz., and one troop 
of the Thirteenth artillery at Fort 
Riley . 
On the border and in Mex ico are 
13,413 officers and 35 ,96 4 enlisted men 
of the regu lar army , inclu ding abou t 
2,000 coast artillery troop s and oe 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 militiamen of 
the national gu ard organizations of 
Tex as, New Mex ico and Arizona. 
The general staff is said to regard 
as a minimu m req u irement for any ­ 
thing ap p roaching general interv en 
tion in Mex ico, a force of 15 0,000 men 
althou gh at the ou tset of the Persh­

Major General Fu nston recommended 
for the latter alternativ e a force of 
not less than 25 0,000. 
In any ev ent, shou ld interv ention 
become necessary , it is said, the first 
etep wou ld he to call ou t the entire 
national gu ard, now nu mbering abou t 
120,000. 
Shou ld more troop s be need 
ed, or shou ld the national gu ard fail 
to resp ond to the ex tent of its fu ll 
q u ota, which army offifficers regard as 
more than p robable, it wou ld be ne­ 
cessary , they say , for the p resident tc 
issu e a call for v olu nteers. 
It is as­ 
su med that the first call wou ld be 
limited to abou t 5 0,000 men. 
It is u nderstood that, the p resident 
and Secretary Lansing will hav e a 
conference when the tentativ e draft 
of the rep ly to Carranza’s withdrawal 
demand, which has been p rep ared by 
Secretary Lansing, will be gone ov er 
in detail. 
It is p lanned to hav e the

will Have to Foot the Bills. 


By United Press? . 
London, 
June 15.— Somebody 
is 
going to lose financially by the war, 
of course, 
but authorities 
are not 
agreed as to whether it will be every­ 
body or not. 
The answer most generally given 
is the affirmative—that all classes 
will suffer. 
Certain optimists, however, think 
perhaps—they are not certain—that 
the masses will be better off after, 
than before the war. 
Their hope is 
that those who have hitherto been 
society's parasites will have to foot 
the bills. 
These theorists argue: 
“ The parasites* money did 
the 
masses no good when the parasites 
had it; it can do the masses no harm 
to have it taken away from the par­ 
asites.” 
It is further argued that such a 
situation would imply an economic 
readjustment which must make for 
better 
conditions except 
for those 
who have lived 
in the past on pro­ 
duction by the actual workers. 
The view is not held by socialists 
alone. A number of men who belong 
to the class which must do the finan­ 
cial suffering, should the forecast be 
borne out by events, think the same 
thing, or. rather, are afraid the pre­ 
diction is an accurate one. 
It looks, 
as they express it, as if 
“ the aristoreaey will have to go to 
work.” 
H. G. Selfridge, the American de­ 
partment store proprietor, for sever­ 
al years now in business in London, 
for example, in effect expressed this 
opinion in a recent exclusive inter­ 
view to the United Press. 
Selfridge, however as a man him­ 
self actively in business, spoke of 
the possible development as a thing 
to be desired.

This dream is legitimatized today 
by Signor Marconi, the youthful fath­ 
er of the wireless, here frorn Italy. 
Through a series of experiment 
carried out in Italy, Marconi an­ 
nounced that the problem of trans­ 
mitting wireless messages to 
aero- 
olved. 
Hitherto 
this has been impossible. 
Explaining 
the invention, Marconi said: 
“ Before now aeroplanes have been 
at a disadvantage with airships in 
wireless work because, while they 
were able to transmit messages, they 
have not been able to receive them. 
“ This was bcause 
the receiving 
signal was too faint to be distinguish­ 
ed o vcr the noise of the motor. 
“ We have been able to strengthen 
the receiving signal sufficiently to en­ 
able messages to be taken.” 
Great commercial opportunities are 
open to the wireless after the war, 
Marconi also announced. 
Long distance transmission has 
been signally improved. 
The wireless telephone already i> 
playing its part in the war. 
Marconi is a soldier and therefore 
cannot gi\> details of his new dis­ 
coveries. But lie added significantly: 
“ The war has by no means hinder­

month, census enumerators from the 
I United States Bureau of Biological 
Survey will count them. 
Areallv accurate count of a bird 
population can be made by one bird- 
lover going over a 60 or 8 0-acre unit, 
says the bureau. 
The 
females, busy with 
spring 
housework are often missed; but it's 
a scientific fact that the males are 
so swagger and conspicuous that it 
is hard for a counter to miss them. 
So the method to be employed in 
this census— the survey’s third—is 
to count the males of each species, 
and then multiply by two to get the 
total. 
The survey is calling for volunteer 
hunters. 
Especially it wants data 
on the fruit districts of the Pacific 
Coast and the South Atlantic and 
Gulf states. 
Reports are wanted, too, on moun­ 
tain, prairie and semi-arid regions. 
It doesn’t ask expert knowledge. 
If bird lovers will take a walk over 
the fields just as the sun is getting 
up, they’ll find every bird worth 
counting in any sort of census sing­ 
ing, the Bureau further advises. 
This is a prelude to an extensive 
campaign to persuade the country 
that when a bird is killed, the nation 
loses an asset.

Kitchen's Size Not Important 


Efficiency 
in 
household matters 
naturally centers in the kitchen, the 
“workshop of the home, 
a s it has 
appropriately been called; therefore, 
in planning a new kitchen, conveni­ 
ence (which means genuine 
worka­ 
bleness” ) demands especial attention. 
In securing that degrees of conveni­ 
ence essential to the entire success of 
a kitchen, the matter of size has not 
nearly as important an aspect as 
such details as form, 
general a r­ 
rangement and lighting facilities. 
Of size we shall therefore say lit­ 
tle, beyond 
emphasizing 
this one 
point: 
Every square foot ot area 
ont absolutely necessary tor com­ 
fortable working conditions—and for 
the cooperation of two or three peo­ 
ple upon special occasions, it not ev ­ 
ery day—is not only a waste, but a 
nuisance in causing many superfluous 
steps daily. 
It Ls apparent that for true con­ 
venience sink, table, range and dress­ 
er must be close together—and this 
rather points to the advantage of a 
comparatively small kitchen. 
Before 
deciding upon a small kitchen the 
ower >hould, however, take into con­ 
sideration the fuel to be 
used for 
cooking. 
A coal range, for example, 
gives out a more intense and a more 
continuous heat than a gas range; 
therefore it is apt to make a very 
small kitchen uncomfortable hot. 
While an all-electrie equipment i- 
seldom provided, it is entirely prac­ 
ticable lor the kitchen of small di­ 
mensions. 
and 
the 
same 
is 
true 
of 
the 
all-gas 
installation. 
In 
addition to their utility for the actual 
cooking, gas and 
electricity spell 
greater ea-e in handling much of the 
other routine work incidental to a 
kitchen. Whether or not they are ac­ 
tually lower in cost of maintenance 
is, of course, a debatable point, but 
on the surface, at least, they would 
appear to 
incline toward greater 
economy, because their power may be 
shut off when not actually required, 
whereas the coal 
range 
consumes 
fuel continuously. 
Ventilation can be promoted satis- 


faetorily by any one 
of 
several 
methods. 
An ordinary metal venti­ 
lator, placed near the veiling in the 
wall behind the range, is, of course, 
the simplest device. 
Much more ex­ 
pensive, and proportionately more ef­ 
fective, is a sheet metal hood over 
the range; while a third medium i- a 
plastered hood, equipped with one or 
two ventilating flue-. 
The 
larger 
these ventilating flues can be made, 
the better; m> that they may cope 
with unusual as well as normal con­ 
ditions— that, they may, in short, be 
depended upon to draw off the last 
trace of odor when something boil.- 
over or burns. 
When gas is solely 
to he used, one large flue is ample for 
both the vent pipe of the range and 
of the hood; but for a coal range, it 
i- necessary to have entirely separate 
fhiijs, as any ventilation into the 
smoke Hue acts as S'damper. 
But to arrange ventilation for the 
range i- not sufficient; the kitchen as 
a whole requires facilities for an en­ 
tire change of air periodically, as 
well as tor a cross or diagonal ven­ 
tilation during warm weather, abun­ 
dant f r e s h air being one great -tep- 
ipng stone to efficiency. For summer 
ventilation, the windows should 'of 
eoui-e be equipped with 
full-sized 
screens, in order that the sash may 
be lowered from the top to draw off 
the super-heated air near the ceiling. 
However generous may be the stor­ 
age space provided by adjoining pan- 
trie-, no kitchen is complete without 
an abundant quota of shelves, draw­ 
ers and bin-. 
A pot-closet is like- 
wi-e very desirable, if it can be in­ 
corporated naturally in the plans. It 
should, of course, be located a s near 
as possible to the range, and pref­ 
erably fitted with a do< r having ven­ 
tilating openings at top and bottom. 
If, however, a little taste is exerted 
in their selection, well-made utensils 
of uniform material, whether alum­ 
inum, copper or enameled ware, are 
not in the least objectionable when 
hung in plain view near the range— 
but the separate closest nevertheless 
r e m a i n s the better solution.

Probably few people know better 
the truth of this than Dr. Grenfell. 
Not many would 
seek 
the 
bleak 
shores of Labrador a s the place to 
find joy. 
Not many would look upon 
work among the ignorant, poor tish- 
erfolk there, as 
a 
joy producer. 
Many people would regard both the 
place and the work as hardship, pure 
and simple. 
But Dr. Grenfell 
was 
probably 
thinking neither of place nor people 
when he said what he did. 
He said 
real joy comes from doing worth­ 
while things. 
And things that are 
worth while can be 
done in New 
York as well as in Labrador, in a 
little town of the prairies as well as 
in Arctic wildernesses, in the home 
as well as 111 the cabins of the poor 
and ignorant. 
It is the 
doing of 
worth-while things that bring- the 
joy, not the place or some special 
work. 
As to what are worth-while thing-, 
many will disagree. 
W hat would be 
worth while to one would not he 
worth while to another. 
One woman 
might eon-ider the embroidering of a 
handsome centerpiece worth while. 
To another, this would 
be 
but 
a 
wa-te of time and energy. She might 
prefer to win a cup at golf. 
But to 
the |»er-ou to whom needlework or 
golf or bread-making i- worth while, 
the accomplishment of these thing.- 
does bring joy—even though to some 
it would not be joy of a very high 
order. 
The finishing of a piece oi 
line beautiful work does bring joy to 
the needlewoman. 
The winning of a 
match at golf does bring joy to the 
athletically inclined and the cooking 


’ and serving of a good meal does give 
joy to the true housewife. 
| 
But if we would consider the sub­ 
ject closely, perhaps we might find 
! s( me standard of worth while things, 
j Things that endure are worth while 
because they are part of the eternal. 
Therefore if we want to 
do truly 
worth-while things, we should help 
in work that is permanent. 
And that is probably 
what 
Dr. 
Grenfell 
meant. 
He was 
helping 
build lives, helping character to un­ 
fold in true, beautiful ways, spread­ 
ing knowledge. 
Such work would go 
on through all time yielding greater 
and greater harvests as the seed of 
it increased. 
He was working with 
j the eternal lift*— substance, and such 
( work could not but give joy of the 
purest and keenest.

Many of us in this life 
are 
in 
search of joy. 
Dr. Grenfell pre­ 
scribes a good way to find it. 
And 
then if we will do some careful, hon­ 
est thinking in regard to 
what is 
[ worth while, we may get started up­ 
on a road to joy that will make life 
over for us. 
A man like Dr. Grenfell does not 
speak idly. 
He has proven in his 
own experience the truth of what he 
s a y s . To the outward eye. few places 
or few kinds of work could be less 
joy-productive than 
Labrador 
and 
what he undertook to do there. Yet 
few but will admit he has found a 
deep, true joy in it. 
But it i- the es- 
scnee of his labor that has given the 
¡joy, the fact that it was worth while, 
not the place or special kind. 
And 
it wa- worth while because he wa- 
working with eternal things with life 
-ubstance. 
Once we have found our worth­ 
while thing to do, life will have for 
us what was intended for us from 
the beginning.
